For some 
time he lived iri London, where he 
wrote his Memoirs, and-then took

WEIGHT REDUCERS

reduction usually contain eifher 
thyroid extract or: dinilrophenol. 

These taken internally  ac- 
tivate the body echiefly through 
stimulation” of “the thyroid ~ gland. 
This gland may become so activat- 
ed that sight difficulties arise simi- 
lay to those seen in patients suffer- 
ing from a toxic goitre. The eyes 
become prominent and _ protrude 
between the  eyelids.. Corneal 
ulcers, that do not respond readily
